BORAX IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Nearly 35,000 Tans Produced Dur- 
ing Last Calendar Year. 
Washington, September 1!9.—According 
to the statistics compiled by the geo- 
logical survey the United States during 
the last calendar year produced 384,430 
short tons of crude borax, valued at 
$661,400. The production in 1902 was 
17,454 short tons refined borax, valued 
at $2,447,614, and 2,600 short tons of 
crude borax, valued at $91,000. The 
amount of borax, Borates and boracic 
acid imported into the United States in 
1902 was 1,694,251 pounds, valued at 
$63,236.

Bloody ‘Battle Between Negro 
and White Gamblers, 


Three White Men and Three Negroes 
Are Shot to Death and Others 
Are Wounded—White Men 
Lost and Demanded 
Their Money. 


Cario, Il., September !9.—A negro em- 
ployed by N. B. Thistlewood, of this city, 
at O’Brien’s Lending, four miles below 
here, has come here and reported to 
Thistlewood that in a quarrel over a 
crap game, six men were killed, three 
whites and three negroes. A white man 
who had lost his money in the game went 
away and summoning a party of friends 
returned to where the negroes were play- 
ing and demanded the money. A fight 
with rifles followed. 

O’Brien’s Landing, where the shooting 
occurred is in a remote place on the Mis- 
sissippi river, 14 miles below Cairo. The 
trouble originally was over a woman. 
The white men, who are farmers in the 
neighborhood, ordered Robert Casey, 
foreman of the negroes, who are em- 
ployed on levee work, to drive them out 
of the locality. Casey refused to do 30 
and the shooting commenced. 

The crack of rifles and revolvers and 
heavier reports of shotguns continued 
for several minutes. The negroes were 
routed and left the camp in possession 
of the white men. Robert Casey, the 
foreman, arrived in Cairo late fast night 
and his face and shoulders were literally 
filled with shot. He reported that as far 
as he knew he was the only person shot, 
Officers left for the place of the shooting 
today.

cerned, investigation has  wyproved that | 
their origin was in the fertile imagina- 
tion of some, excitable, irresponsible per- 
son. 

One of the “rifle funerals’’ that have 
been cropping out in different localitfes 
was reported from Worth county a day 
Or two ago. It came to the ears of 
representatives here of the state papers 
and the local press, but was not given 
publicity. It was related that a large 
coffin box had been interred with great 
display; that it was supposed to con- 
tai nthe body of a certain negro man 
who, report had it, had just died, but 
that investigation proved the said ne- 
gro to be stifl alive and well, and that 
it could no longer be doubted that the 
coffin box contained rifles belonging to 
a Before Day club. 

Inquiry has cleared up this fake story. 
It developed that the coffin box con- 
tained a coffin and that the coffin con- 
tained the lifeless body of the negro 
who was reported dead.

He decided that the 
best method to pursue was an offer of as 
large rewards as possible for the arrest 
and conviction of members of the mob. 
_He gammoned Secretary C, M. Hitch, 
of the executive department, to his pri- 
vate office and instructed him to draw an 
order offering 2 reward of $250 for the 
arrest and conviction of any person con- 
nected with the lynching. The order was 
immediately drawn and signed by the 
governor. 

News of this action spread quickly over 
the capitol, and the governor was com- 
mended on a!l sides.

The Mistakes of Justice.

cisions, particularly in cases involving 


circumstantial evidence. In the very 
nature of things, justice under such 
circumstances must be largely hit and 
miss. Judicial mistakes, not to say 
‘crimes, of-the kind would fill a law 
library if the truth could be known. 
The case of Adolph Beck, now agi- 
‘tating legal circles in England, is a 
‘notable example in point. Beck was 
given a five years’ sentence for the 
crime of another, and, after having 
served it, five additional years on 
another count in the same case. He 
had served but a short time of the 
second term when nis innocence was 
established quite by accident and he 
was released. As pecuniary salve for 
the wrong done him, the government 
offered him a “consoiation” of $10,- 
000 cash, the condition being that the 
ex-convict: never disclose the secret to 
a soul or institute legal proceedings 
of any nature to seek redress of the 
wrong. This Beck refused, and Eng-

Last July the man 
for whose crimes Beck had suffered 
was arrested for exactly the same 
kind of fraud, and this fact, together 
ith the man’s stmking personal re- 
semblance to Beck, which the Scot- 
land Yard detectives were shrewd 
enough to notice, caused a rigid go- 
lice investigation, resulting in the 
complete establishment of the wrong- 
ed convict’s innocence. The real cul- 
prit finally made a full confession. 

It is being pointed out that this 
case has an important bearing on the 
necessity of the recognition of the 
principle involved in the right of ap- 
peal, a right that Justice Brewer, of 
the United States supreme court, 
would abrogate in the interest of more 
speedy justiceand tc appease the rasn 
spirit of mob violence. It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to appeal a case in an 
English court, and in the present in- 
stance Beck pleaded vainly for the 
reopening of his case. It is fair to 
presume that a second trial would 
have enabled him to establish the ali-

This result is largely attributable to 
the state law, spoken of in the fore- 
going, which holds parents, to strict 
legal accountability for certain mor- 
al lapses in their children. Adults 
are directly responsible for the bulk 
of juvenile criminality and misde- 
meanors. The report in question goes 
on to show that in one year the boys 
brought to the juvenile court by offi- 
cers for offenses have themselves 
not only been successfully corrected, 
but in addition have become helpers 
in the work of minimizing juvenile 
transgressions by removing the cause. 
“Rightly directed,” says the report, 
“they have turned upon their enemies 
and helped to smash the causes.” For 
example, they have prosecuted, con- 
victed and fined or sent to jail through 
the juvenile court of Denver ona 
“adult days” more men for violating 
such laws for the protection of child- 
hood, as forbidding the sale of ciga- 
rettes, tobacco, liquor, immcra] litera- 
ture, dangerous firearms, etc., and for 
permitting them to enter saloons and 
immoral places, than have all the 
combined forces of the sheriff’s and 
police departnents in all the courts 
in any ten years of Denver's history. 
This will explain the source of the 
great revenue derived from the oper- 
ation of the Dénver juvenile court.

The Denver juvenile court system 
is quite elaborate, and various meth- 
ods of reform are resortéd to before 
an incorrigible boy is committed to 
the state reformatory. Wverything 
possible is done to appeal to the bet: 
ter side of the young offender’s na: 
ture—and it is a bad boy, indeed, who 
has not a good side. Thrift and in- 
dustry are encouraged by sending the 
boys out in gangs to the Colorado 
beet fields, where, under charge of a 
probation officer, they weed the sugar 
beets and are given the full amount 
of the remuneration received for their 
services. 

So well is the Denver system, and 
so admirably is it supported by the 
state law, that Atlanta would do wel 
to make a specia] study of it and tke 
general assembly of Georgia would 
do well to follow the example of the 
Colorado legislature and enact a law 
of parental and adult accountability. 

The juvenile court is a good thing, 
and it has come to stay.

CHARGED WITH BURNING THEM 


Trial of Eastland Will Be Interest- 
ing One, 

Jackson, Miss., September 19.—(Spectal.) 
United States Senator A. J. McLaurin 
was in the city today en route to Indian- 
ola, where the sensational trial of W. 
C. Eastland, charged with being respon- 
sible for the burning at the stake of 
Louis Holbert and wifé, will be resuméd 
during the present week. 

Senator McLaurin is the principal coun- 
|sel for the defendant, who belongs to 
| one of the most prominent families in 
| the state, and is a brother of the young 
planter who was killed by Hobbert and 
his companions in the Doddsville neigh- 
borhood last February. A negro who 
assisted In the defense of Eastland was | 
also killed, and the tragedy Was follow- | 
ed by a man hunting lasting more than | 
a week, and in which more than five 
hundred persons participated. Holbert 
was finally eaptured and, more dead than 
alive, was carried back to the scene of 
the killing and burned at the stake, to- 
gether with his wife, who wag believed 
to have aided in the*killing. 

The Eastland killing resulted in the 
death of eight persons before Holbert 
and wife finally met their fate, several 
negroes having been killed during the 
exxciting man hunt. No effort of any 
kind wag made to prevent the burning 
at the stake by military interference,
